@f such “coaching” as they'd never 
bad and more all the afternoon and fol- 
lowing morning, to the end that the 
elght companies passed a surprisingly 
creditable inspection, and thelr review 
was the best glyen by any of the state 
forces that summer.

Lord Dundonald Vavors Kifle Shvotiug 
apd Efficient Skeletou force, 


Dhe dinner tendered to Lord Dun 
donuld at the National Club Monday 
evening war a success in every rense 
of the term. J. F. Ellis, president 
of the National Club, presided, on 
his right being the guest of the 
evening, and on his Jeft Col, Lord 
Aylmer, adjutant-general. 

When the good things provided had 
been duly partaken of and the toast 
of “The King” had been proposed by 
the chairman and enthusiastically 
Honored, the toust of “Lord Uundog- 
ald” was proposed by President Bl- 
lis, in suitable phrase. 

Upon rising to respond, Lord Dup- 
donald was given an enthusiastic 
greeting. “Mr. President and mwem- 
bers of the National Club,” he paid, 
“J thank you from the bottom of my 
heart for the kind reception, and fF 
feel that it is given me as o Jeader 
of mounted men who tried to “do 
their duty during the rather stormy 
period in South Africa when I garri- 
sored the first siege. Gentlemen, 1 
Telvniber, when a boy, being taken 
by my mother to sce her father, who, 
T think I may say, was on intelligent 
min—e Scotchwan—(laughter)—who 
had betn for forty years a member of 
the House of Commons. 
fother said: “Why, ure you thinking 
of putting the boy into the army 7 
There ore going to be no more waro; 
there is going to be universal peace,’ 
Well, it was then thought we had 
coine to a period when war could be 
only made by afistocrats who wanted 
to increase the price of corn, but it 
has been proved to our satisfaction 


| that wars can be made by democra~ 


cies and that they are as greedy for 
Jand ns the aristocracy of olden 
days. Now, I suppose you have con- 
sidered the matter of the safety of 
your country, and of competent mili- 
tarism. First of all, we must have 
highly intelligent  officers—that 4s, 
mcn- who will not learn lessons from 
the dead bodies of those ‘they lead.” 
(Cheers. ) 

Lord Dundonald then enumerated a 
number of instances where he had 
seen officers Jearn lessons from the 
mistakes they had made, not men— 
tioning any names, but setting forth 
the facts in such a way as to show 
the folly of haying incompetent off- 
cers in command of any force The 
instances were chiefly where men were 
allowed to expose themselves to dap- 
ger when there was really no neces- 
sity. “The instances,’ he said, 
“show how necessary it is to have 
brains above all things im the 
selection of our officers, and, of 
course, as much military training as 
possible. And T look upon it as one 
of the most responsible duties I have 
to advise the responsible minister of 
your country as to: who shall be sel- 
ected for promotion in the militia of 
your country. (Applause.) It is a 
most serious duty, for it is indeed 
difficult to find ott in every case who 
is best fit to fill such and such a 
position. But I shall always advise 
as far as lies in my power without 
favor or prefernicnt in the interest 
only of the country. (Applause.) I 
do not know what view your Min- 
ister of Militia tnkes with regard to 
yoSr militia, because he is away, but 
I know the view I take with regard 
to it. 1 see plainly that there are 
many men who cannot give up the 
lime to become ¢ ent soldiers, as 
far as drill is concerned, but are 
ready to become efficient rifle shots. 
(Applause. ) What we ought to go 
Jor is the skeleton of traincd men, 
and, who, under good officers, can be- 
come the flesh and blood of good rifle 
Shots in time of war: J think if that 
is done, that if al the wealth and 
prosperity IT see around me is very 
seriously threatened, there will be a 
farce sufficient to defend it, and T am 
sure it has been proved over and ov- 
er Again in the past war tbat it is 
the quality of the troops upon whom 
success largely depends, and not on 
their numbers. ‘the modern rifle has 
enabled a few men to hold’a defens- 
ive position, and has enormously in 
ensce We TOE! OI STI LOPES, 50, 
therefore, taking all into account, I 
look with great hopefulness for the 
Canad an ‘orces being made practical- 
ly efficient for the purpose for which 
they are needed, and, as regards their 
courage and sense of duty, no mun 
can speak with more knowledge and 
certainty than 1.

mors’ Associntion.”” At the close of 
the meeting about 75 paid thelr ane 
nual feo and were enrolled as 
bers. 

While the principles of the nssocla- 
tion have not een definitely promul- 
gated, they will be based on the fol- 
lowing resolution, introduced by L. 
B®. Annis of Scarboro, and seconded 
by Joseph Stratford of Brantford, 
and carried with but one dissenting 
volco: 
“That, while deeming) Jt inndvit= 
able to establish o polities! party 
we believe ft is for the welfare of the 
country that there should be an or 
ganization rendy to bring its infla- 
ence to bear to sccure and promote 
the interests of the farmer in the 
mutter of legislation and otherwise, 
and that we now proceed to estat 
lish such on organization.’’ 

A comimitteo of fifteen was chosen 
with power to appoint nn executive 
committee for tho association, and 
they will endeavor to offer sugges 
tions when the meeting is continued 
to-day. 

GO, ‘A. Mallory of Cobourg was ap- 
pointed chairman, and W. L. Smith 
of The Weekly Sun, secretary pro 
ten. 

Mr, Annis thought his resolution 
should meet with the views of every 
farmer jn Canada, ‘They had great 
difficulties to contend with now, and 
the day had come when they should 
take action for the betterment of 
thelr position. This could be done 
without in any way interfering with 
a man’s politics. ‘hey did not de 
sire any advantage o any other 
class, but they were at present 
treated badly by the governments of 
clther party Iecause they lacked or 
ganization, and therefore wielded no 
great influence, ng did manufacturing 
and fjdustrinl interests. Warmers 
should be able, when questions af- 
fetting them came before Parliament, 
to bring sufficient pressure to bear 
to obtain their desires. Tho tariff 
was being raised against their inter- 
ests, and they were unable to effec- 
tively protest. 

Thomas Wenderson of Rockton was 
jn unity with the purpose of the re- 
nolution Farmers were at g disad- 
vantage because thoy were so isolat- 
cd one from the other and unable to 
get together to discuss their affairs. 
Varmers produced the country’s 
greatest wealth, and legislation 
which wopld give the greatest good 
1o the greatest number was common 
sense. He favored a simple but 
thorough organization confined strict- 
ly to agriculturists. 

A number of others talked jn the 
fame strain. George Wrigley of 'To- 
ronto thought the resolution was 
good cnough to begin with, but de- 
clared that the association should be- 
come recognized as a purely political 
factor if it expected to reap its full 
reward.

& Better @ervice Promised For This Yeur 
by the 1.C/R. and) G.0\R.—What the 
Executive Recommends tothe As- 
sociation—The Membership In- 
creasing—OMicers Elected For 
the Current Year. 


Toronto, Sept. 5.—The annual 
fugeting of the Dominion Millers’‘As- 
sociation was held here yesterday af- 
ternoon.

Several reconimendations = were 


made in the report of the Pxecutive 
Committee Yn the matter of car 
shortage, the greatest complaints 
Were made against the Intercolonial 
Railway. The matter was brought 
before the Government, and both 
the I.0.R. and the G.T.R. promised 
the millers a better service this 
year, which would be possible in 
view of the fact that many new cars 
Were being placed in service. The re- 
Port declared that im reference to 
Preferential trade the Premier did not 
Seem very enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject when the question was brought 
to his notice by the deputation from 
the Boards of Trade conference. ‘‘Un- 
der the present tariff in free trade 
Britain,’ said the report, ‘‘the mil- 
fer bas a straight protettion of 
about 3c. o barrel on flour, while 
in Protected Canada the four and 
Oatmeal miller is without any pro- 
tection whatever, Although the corn 
meal miller has a straight protection 
of 25c. per barrel, as owing to the 
Preference granted Great Britain our 
grain and grain products are prac- 
tically excluded from Germany by a 
practically prohibitory tariff, and 
while the products of’ the United 
States are admitted under a low 
tariff, although the duties charged 
by the United States on German 
goods are from 50 to 100 per cent. 
higher than Canada charges, it 
might be well for this meeting to 
consider the advisability of passing 
resolutions in  fayor of our Govern- 
ment mposing retaliatory duties on 
German imports and withdrawing tho 
rebate granted Great Britain unless

THE TRADES UNION CONGRESS 


British Nepresentutive Workmen Discuss 
thy Modern Combines—Congress Then 
Adopts Unanimously an Anti-Trust 
Their Un- 
qualified Disupproval of the 
South African War, 


Hesolutiou—Record 


London, Sept. 6—The Trades 
Union Congress, atv its session yes- 
terday, voted that the Parliamentary 
Committee be instructed to intro- 
duce u bill in the House of Commons 
to prevent any children under 15 
yeurs of age being employed in any 
textile or non-textile factories 

The Cigarmakers’ Mutual Associa- 
tio introduced a resolution s«almed 
against “capitalistic combinces,’” 
whith was unanimously udopted. It 
Was worded us follows; 

“Mhat, jo the opinion of this Con- 
gress, the growth of gigantfe cupita)- 
dsthy trusts, with their enormous 
Power of controlling production is 
injutious to the advancement of the 
working clusses, as by such COmbina- 
tion the prices of commouitics are 
raised, the standard of comfort of 
the people con be reduced, the work- 


mien’s freedom endangered, and na- 
elonul prosperity menaced,” 
The speakers contended that the 


time had arrived when, if the State 
did ot Control the trusts, the latter 
would control the State, and that 
the only Pemuanent solution of the 
difficulty rested in national ovwner- 
ship and control of these monopolies. 

At che instance of the Navies and 
General Laborers’ Union the fellow- 
ing resolution was passed: 

“That’ this Congress of British 
trade unionists places on record its 
Unquiulified disapproval of the war 
foeulnst the Orange Pree State, and 
the Transvaal Republics, believing 
that the question of extending the 
(rinchise and the protection of indus- 
try was fot the real cause of the 
dispute, but the mere shield to cover 
fan Unscrupulous conspiracy to ~ grab 
temitory and replace well-paid white 
lubor with unpaid, partially enslaved 
blacks and Asiatics. 

“Purther, this Congress reaffirms 
its continued hostility to all wars of 
forcign aggression, which only tend 
fo enrich the Sinister figure of cosmo- 
Politun finance, whose main object is 
to hold the workers of all countries 
in universal, social and economic 
servitude, ’*

Minister Speaks of Tarirf and 
Transportation Issues, 


HE URGES A CANADIAN POLICY 


Warmers’! and Manufacturers! Interests 


‘Are Not Necessarily Antagonistic, and 
hn Visit to Teronto, Should a Do- 
minion Fxbibition be Organized, 
Would Tend to Unite AU 
fections of the Country, 


Toronto, Sent, 8—The Bon, J. 
Israu) Tarte was @ guest of the di- 
rectors of the Industrial Pair on 
Saturday at luncheon, and delivered 
a specch upon tori and transporta- 
tion questions, his address making 
this luncheon exceedingly intercst- 
ing 

Hon. Mr, Tarte on rising to re 
spond to the toast of his henlth 
was cheered most enthusiastically, He 


congratulated the directors on the 
fact that the Exhibition is growing 
bigger overy year, in keeping with 


the progress of the country, In fact 
it had grown big enough, in_ his 
opinion, for them to put thelr shoul- 
ders to the wheel and organize a Ca- 
nudian Hxhibition next year, As o 
public man from the Province of 
Quebec, he could assure the direc- 


fors that that Province would give 
them most hearty co-operation. Ca- 
nadians perhaps did not know their 
country as they sbould know it. We 
saw no reason inder the sun why 


they should not make earnest efforts 
to bring their friends from the north- 
west and from the Maritime Pro- 
vinces (o ihe centre of Ganada. If 
(hey canie they would very soon find 
{hat the manufacturing Interests, for 
instance, of the older Provinces were 
not their enemies, The farming com- 
munity and the manufagturing cor- 
munity were destined to work to- 
gether. Those who said the manu- 
facturing interest intended raising 
ihe taxation of the country against 
the interests of the farmers did not 
understand the question. Take To- 
ronto, Montreal, London and other 
cities where thera were large manu- 
facturing industries, and what were 
they? ‘They were markets for tho 
fariners—(npplause)—and they were 
markets for the Canndian nation. 
(Cheers.) 

“T am a good Canadian and I do 
not know why Canadians should buy 
from foreign countries, If we give 
Western Canadians transportation fa- 
cilities they will buy our manvfactur- 
ed goods. We have a great foreign 
immigration from the United States, 
put I do not fear this. lt means 
some difficulties. but nothing serious, 
We must Juok to the markets of the 
We must not look to the markets of 
the Ugited States. If we go on spend- 
ing a hundred and fifty million an- 
nually with our neighbors for manu- 
factured products we ave not helping 
ourselves. 

“T see no shame Jn changing one’s 
position jn these matters as condi- 
tions change. ‘That js natural. It is 
right. ‘he truth is not dangerous. 
Time changes all things. I desire 
the privilege of changing my mind. 
We have the great natural resources 
—corn, coal, wheat, lands and fine 
harbors. Why have we not made 
more progress in the past than the 
Vnited States? Why? Because they 
have transportation and protection 
for their industries. Our prospects 
ore bright and we bave the products 
of the jarm and of the manufactories 
side by side. Germany can take care 
of herself; the United States can take 
care of herself, so can John Bull. Let 
us take care of ourselves. The best 
way to keep ths country under the 
British flag, is to build up our 
own industries, our own trade. 
Why have wo not the proper 
transportation, tariff Jaws and har- 
pors? After all it fs purely 9 ques- 
dion of home markets. In building a 
nation, making a tariff, there should 
be no parly question ond there is 
not. In discussifg the question of a 
fiscal policy let us disgquss it in a 
broad Canadian spirft. Look to the 
great resources of our cotntry and 
sink personal and party feeling: 

“This is the position I take and I 
am not ashamed of it. But other 
public men are entitled to their opin- 
ion, too, and after all the poople are 
the judge of the soundness of our 
ideas, his is the court of last re 
sort to which these things must be 
submitted, The petty interests of 
party should never be permitted to 
stand in the way of a nation’s pro- 
givss. Let us show all parts of Ca- 
nada and all interests represented 
that we have a common purpose—tha 
building of a nation—and inyite all 
to contribute in the promotion of 
Canudian industries.” 

At the conclusion of the remarks 
Mr. Tarte was given something of an 
ovation. He returned to the cast 
Saturday evening. Ie refused to dis- 
cuss politics and declared that he 
had come over to sce the Exhibition 
and what he had to say he had said 
in his speech.

Canadian people, no mat- 
ter what walk in life they may be in, 
are objects of the kindliost atten- 
tion, ond there is a strong disposi-

~ Cheaper Postal Rates, 

“What steps have been taken to 
secure a reduction in the newspaper 
and periodical rate between Great 
Britain and Canada?!’ .. 

“In 1897, and subsequently, I ap- 
plied to the English Postofiice De- 
partment to agrée to a reduction, 
but they have always refused. At the 
recent conference I made a ‘motion 
favoring such a reduction, but the 
Imperial Government was not at the 
time prepared 10 express an opinion 
on the proposition. However, 
to receive careful consideration, and 
T am hopeful that at least some pro- 
gress in the desired direction will be 
made,”’ 


‘The Metric Bystem. 

“Is it intended that the difierent 
countries shall put into force at 
once, or as s00n as convenient, tho 
metric system of weights and mea- 
sures, such 9s adopted at the recent 
conterence?"' 

“Well, no time could be suggested 
fer the practical adoption of the sys- 
tem. As the people throughovt the 
Empire will have to become uc 
quainted with the system, the resolu- 
tion will have the effect of directing 
attention to it, leading to its being 
taught in the schools, In this way 
the various countries will prepare 
themselves, and it wijl be for the 
parliaments of the different countri¢s 
to adopt the necessary legislation. 
whenever they think the people are 
ready for it.’ 

Lloyds’ and At. Lawrence Route. 


As to the important question of 
the discrimination jn = insurance 
rates against the St. Lawrence 


route, Sir William said in” answer to 
@ question: “J took advantage of 
being called upon to speak at a 
Lioyds’ banquet to point out the 
injury done to Canadian trade by 
reason of the high rate of insurance 


charged by Lloyds on Canadian ship- , 


ping, and suggested=that perhaps a 
conference might be the means of 
bringing about a more 
state of afiairs. Subsequently o con- 
mittee of Lloyds’, acting on the sug- 
gestion, arranged fora conference. 
Mr. Fielding and myself attended and 
discussed the subject, informing the 
committee that the Canadian Goy- 
ernnient was prepared to do every- 
thing reasonable in oder to improve 
the navigation of Canadian waters 
and {f possible for the satisfaction of 
Lloyds’, and suggested that they 
should name some competent person, 
enjoying their confidence, to report 
what improvements be deemed neces- 
sury. They have not yet, so far as I 
have heard, made such an appoint- 
ment, but I had an intimation before 
leaving London that they would 
likely appoint a sea captain who has 
had much experience on the St. Law- 
renco route.

Scranton, Pa., Sept, 28. — Sheriff 
Schatt of Lackwwanno County last 
night telegraphed Governor Stone to 
vend troops to his assistence. The 
sheriff has just prepared a proclama- 
jion announcing that he would call 
troops if the lawlessness did not 
cease when he recvived a series of tel- 
ephono calls to quell disturbances: up 
the valley. Tle found on Investign- 
tion that the situation was such that 
he could not cope with it, and sent 
a call for troops. 

The worst of lust night’s outbreaks 
occurred at Archibald, The crowd of 
200 strikers, mostly forelgners, ran- 
sucked tho quarters occupied by the 
forty men employed nt the Raymond 
Washery of the Ontario and Western 
Company, while the men were at 
work and then mecting with the men 
as they were returning, drove them 
back to the refuge of the washery. 

Phe mob then returned to the col- 
liery proper, drove out the engineers, 
firomen, pumpmen and guards and 
took possession of the breaker, The 
plant of the Orescent Wlectric Light 
Oompany, which is supplied with 
steam from the breaker, had to shut 
down, und tho whole region around 
on the breaker, two men were shot, 
was left in darkness. In the attock 
one a striker ond the other a work- 


man. Their names or condition 
could not be learned. f 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Miles McAn- 


drew, was attacked and shot at by a 
mob at Olyphant. The steam pipes 
of the Pennsylvania Coal Company's 
colliery at Old Porge were blown up 
with dynamite last night.

SPENCER'S NEW AIRSHIP, 


Aeronaut Describes His Machine as Per- 
fect Steering in Light Wind. 


London, Sept. 22,—Stanley Spen- 
cer. the naeronaut, who sailed his 
self-constructed airship a distance of 
thirty miles Friday, received many 
congratulations yesterday. He was 
not disposed to exaggerate his 
achievement in steering an airship 
over London, yet he asserts that his 
Inachine is absolutely perfect in gen- 
tle wind. We had intended to cross 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and headed that, 
wny. He found it was too foggy, 
however, and turned toward the West 
End, where it was clearer. In an in- 
terview he said: 

“In a strong wind I should require 
a stronger balloon. The steering was 
absolutely perfect, and never made 
more than a four-foot pitch.’’ 

This is not the impression convey- 
ed to the causal observer, to whom 
it appeared that the machine was not 
vnder anything approaching perfect 
control. At times it whirled appar- 
ently im an eccentric manner, put for 
considerable stretches it behaved won- 
derfully well in the wind. Te snys 
the highest altitude he reached was 
1,500 feet.

Sunday's Fatal Wreck 


AN INQUEST OPENED MONDAY, BUT 
WAS ADJOURNED, 


Grand Trunk Co. Wishod to be Repre- 
sented by Council. 


An inquest was hold Monday atternoon 
io the Council Chambere, commencing at 4 
o'clock, to enquire into the death of J. D. 
Swanton and Wm, Valconer, tho onyincer 
and fireman who were kilted in the collision 
which occurred on the (i.T.R., nino miles 
weat of Lindsay, early Sunday morning, 
Dr, Burrowe, coroner, prealded, 

Tho following citizona wore sworn in os 
Jurymen; Mosers. T. MoConnell, M, J. 
Cartor, Jos. Riggs, A, MoIntyro, Jas, A. 
Gillogly, Wm. Fee, Wm. Channon, Peter 
Forbort, A. D, Mallow, Peter Pillio, I’. K, 
Begbie, George Craudell, Goo. Lytlo, 1%. 
McOlory, Jos. Storer, Robt. Chambora 
(foreman), Isaac Finley, Wm. Jackson and 
M. Thorndyke, Mr. A. P. Devlin, County 
Crown Attornoy, appearcd on bohalf of tho 
Crown, 

Dr. Simpson, sworn, said; I ama G.T.R, 
surgeon, and was notified Sunday morning 
by the G.T.R call boy that my services 
Wero required, A jorioua railway wreck 
haying ovourred west of Cambray. I went 
out on the auxiliary train with some others 
shortly after, aud thore aaw the dead body 
of Falconer. I did not seo Swanton, aa ho 
wasatillin the wreok ; the body of Falconer 
1 had been taken out, I understand, before I 

got thore, Tho real cause of doath was a 
shock, the rosult of the accident. There 
was o severo wound on Falconer’s scalp and 
a!so one on the loft side of the hoad bebind 
the oar, The faco was badly ecalded and 
the lower part of the body was exposed but, 
nob disombowelled, as had been stated by 
somo parties. Tho lefv leg and thigh wore 
scalded, fractured, and yery much bruised. 
These wounds would bo caused by boing 
thrown against some timbrra, I under- 
atand Falconer apoke after boing taken out, 
but died o few minutes later. ‘This woe 
before I got there. We searched for 
Swanton but failed to find him, Iam sure 
the direct cause of death was the wounds 
recelved in that accident. I was acquainted 
with Swanton and knew him to be in good 
health previous to thie scoident. 

Tho inquest was then adjourned notil 1 
o'clock Tuesday.

Minister of Methodist Conference Says 
Every Employe Should Receive a Liy- 


jug Wage and Have Pleasant Places. 


Winnipez, Sept. 18—At the ses- 
sion of the Methodist General Con- 
ference yesterday the report of the 
Committee on Sociological questions 
Was presented by the Itev. Dr, S. D-. 
Chown, in which the attitude of the 
church toward the influences at work 
in the progress of the world was ex- 
pressed. It regogmized a want of 
harmony between the principles of 
Christianity and the inequitable con- 
ditions that mark the present so- 
cial relationship. The church had not 
always fully recognized the import- | 
| ance of the social’ conditions. The feel- . 

ing was expressed that’every employe 
should receive a living wage, and 
that there should be a reduction of 
the hours of labor where practical. 
Also that there should be sanitary 
conditions which would make work a 
Pleasure, affording leisure for recrea- 
tion and social and intellectual de 
Velopment. The weekly day of rest, 
it contended, sbould be preserved 
and a weekly half-holiday on Satur- 
days provided, where possible. The 
right of employes, also of luborers, 
to combine was admitted. A law to 
proyide for compulsory arbitration 
Was favored, and the need of honor- 
able election contests and the preser- 
vation of purity of the ballot-box 
Was insisted upon. The increase of 
gambling in the Dominion was de- 
plored. 

Rev. W. TW. Harvey presented the 
report of the Committee on Sabbath 


Observance, which consisted chiefly of 
o statement of the situation. The 
| committes recommended that all 


ministers continue to urge more close 
observance of Sunday upon the peo- 
ple.
